Rake the seed in thoroughly 
to get as much of it through the matted Bermuda into the ground 
as possible. Better still, top dress with leaf mold, peat moss, or 
sand. 
5. Sprinkle the lawn and continue to sprinkle frequently until the 
seed germinates and makes a good growth.
